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NOTIFICATION 

Directors to tho Central Film Censor Board 

S.O. 9(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 58 of the Cinematograph Act, 1952 
(37 of 1952), the Central Government hereby directs that, 
in sanctioning films for public exhibition, the Board of Film 
Censors shall be guided by the following principles :— 

1, The objectives of film censorship will be to ensure that— 

(a) the medium of film remains responsible and sensitive 

to tho values and standards of society ; 

(b) artistic expression and creative freedom are not un¬ 
duly curbed; and 

(c) censorship is tesponsive to social change. 

2. In pursuance of the above objectives, the Board of Film 
Censors shall ensure that— 

(i) anti-social activities such as violence are not glorified 

or justified; 

(ii) the modus operandi of criminals or other visuals or 

words likely to incite the commission of any offence, 
are not depicted; 

(iii) pointless or avoidable scenes of violence, cruelty and 

hoiror are not shown ; 

(iv) human sensibilities are not offended by vulgarity, ob¬ 

scenity and depravity; 


(vil the sovereignty and integtily of India is not called in 
question; 

(vii) the security of the State is not jeopardised or en¬ 
dangered ; 

(viii) friendly relations with foreign States arc not strained ; 

(ix) public order is not endangered; 

(x) visuals or words involving defamation or contempt 

of court are not presented. 

3. The Board of Film Censors shall also ennure that the 
film—- 

(i) is judged in its entirety from the point of view of 

its overall impact; and 

(ii) is examined in the light of contemporary standaids of 

the country and the people to which the film relates. 

4. Films that meet the above mentioned eiiteria but are 
considered unsuitable for exhibition to non-adults shall be 
certified for exhibition to adult audiences only. 

5. The notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Information & Broadcasting No. Ci.S.R. 168, 
dated the 6th February, 1960 is hereby superseded.
